MR. CHURCHILL'S 
COMMENT. 


“A GRIEVOUS CHARGE.” 


When approached by a reporter at 
Westerham, Kent, last night, Mr. 
Churchill made the following comments on * 
Mr. Baldwin’s speech :— 

. Mr. Baldwin accuses those who do not 
accept his India policy of trying to split 
the Conservative Party, with the imme- 
diate result that the Socialists may come 
into office after the next election, and that 
eventually we shall be plunged into either 
Bolshevism or Fascism. 

This is a grievous charge.. But who is 
responsible for splitting the Conservative 
Party? Surely the whole burden rests 
upon a leader who forces upon his party 

a policy on which it has never been con- 
ab rec and which runs directly counter 
to its deepest instincts and traditions. 
History has always assigned the responsi- 
bility for splitting a party to the leader 
who proposes the departure. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Mr. Baldwin also repeated at Worcester 
Sir Samuel Hoare’s offence of claiming 
the civil servants of India, “ especially the 
younger members,” as being whole- 
heartedly in favour of the White Paper. 
It is unusual for Ministers to quote civil 
servants as their supporters in political 
controversy. The Indian Civil Service is 
under the orders of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment. Their advancement and promotion 
rests on the authority of the Secretary of 
State. The Viceroy and all the Governors 
act upon the direction of the Secretary of 
State. 

Durigg the last four years Mr. 
Macdonald has been Prime Minister. He 
and Mr. Baldwin, either in office or in so- 
called Opposition, have stood sponsors 
for the present Indian policy. Every 
oficial who has accepted appoint- 
ment or preferment in India has been 
chosen on the basis that this policy would 
be carried forward, and they have ac- 
cepted their offices in that knowledge. 
Apart from this, it is their bounden duty 
to obey the orders they receive. In these 
circumstances it is improper to cite these 
officials as supporters of the White Paper. 
Their lips are sealed , they can neither 
speak nor answer. In fact, the statement 
is not true. .A very large proportion of 
the officials, sivil and military, m India 
who are carrying forward the Govern- 
ment’s policy are doing so with serious 
misgivings, and because, since there ap- 
peared to be no resistance to it by tne 
Conservative Party in Great Britain, the 
impending disaster seems inevitable, 


LORD WILLINGDON’S ROLE, 


What is the use of Mr. Baldwin’s citing 
Lord Willingdon? He was appomted by 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and Mr. Wedg- 
wood-Benn to carry througl&the policy of 
the Round-Table Conference. It is true 
that by firm administration of the law, 
wholly out of keeping with the policy of 
Lord Irwin and the Sócialist Government, 
and by drastic repressive ordinances, com- 
pletely contrary to the policy of re- 
sponsible self- government, he has pro- 
duced an almost instantaneous. improve- 
ment in the whole Indian situation.
